SUPPLEMENTAL DECLARATION OF 
WILLIAM R. BACHAND 

I, William R. Bachand, do hereby declare and state as follows: 

1 . On November 7, 2003 I prepared and filed the international PCT Patent Application 
entitled "Adaptive Broadband Platforms And Methods Of Operation" serial number 
PCT/US03/036077 in the US/RO naming Erling J. Perdersen and Roc A. Lastinger as 
inventors on the Request filed therewith. 

2. On May 3, 2005 I prepared and filed US Patent Application serial number 10/533,696 
entitled "Adaptive Broadband Platforms And Methods Of Operation" naming Erling J. 
Perdersen and Roc A. Lastinger as inventors on the Transmittal Letter filed therewith. 
US application 10/533,696 is the US national phase application of PCT application serial 
number PCT/US03/036077 and is a copy of that PCT application. I retained a true and 
complete copy of US application 10/533,696 in my files. 

3. On August 8, 2006 I personally prepared and personally mailed USPS package 
EQ057152391US which contained: 

(a) a letter (copy already of record) to Erling Pedersen asking him to 
review of an enclosed patent application, to sign an enclosed 
Declaration, and to FAX back to me the Declaration he signed; 

(b) a Declaration and Power of Attorney (copy already of record) 
signed by Roc A. Lastinger but missing a date of signature; and 

(c) a true and complete copy of the United States Patent Application 
entitled "Adaptive Broadband Platforms And Methods of 
Operation", now application serial number 10/533,696 that was 
filed on May 3, 2005. 
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4. Soon after August 17, 2006, 1 personally received the USPS package EQ057152391US 
that was returned to me unopened.

5. On April 6, 2007 I prepared and filed a Declaration of William Bachand initially 
describing some of the events further described above. However, I later discovered that 
the Declaration and Power of Attorney (item (b) above) was missing the date of signature 
of Roc A. Lastinger and used an incomplete identification of the subject matter of that 
Declaration and Power of Attorney.

(c) above.
